He asked them to 
come and take their sharé in the modern 
education now being offered them. He 
did not want them to desert their tradi-’ 
tional studies. . That he considered would 
not be a right: thing to do, but he. did 
ask them to:take advantage of a modern 
education as:well. It was his endeavour 
to make the University of Hongkong an 
institution in which great importance 
}would ‘be attached to the study. of 
Chinese,” He had only been a short time 
in China, and.therefore had had little or 
no time to gain experience of Chincso 
literature, but what he had learned was 


that the Chinese always attached the|. 


greatest importance to manners. That 
‘reminded him of the motto blazoned over 
the door of the most famous educational 
institutions ja England “Manners 
maketh Man:" The better educated they 
becanie,. concluded. Mr, Hornell, the 
better ‘their manners would become, and 
that’ would make for a staple’ relation- 
ship with their fellow men... Education

Both. authors are fully alive to the need 
‘of a restatement of the orthodox positicn, | 
as is probably inevitable for anyone who 
Tealises the intellectual revolution which 
has taken place in the last 150 yéars, It 
is hard to improve on Dr, Matthews’s 
brief summary of the different conditions 
whith the Gospel has. now: to face. 


The Gospel came to men ‘who had 
little conception. of continuity but were 
eonvinced of the reality. of the super- 
natural. It comes to-day to men wha 
‘are. penetrated with the belief in the. 
order of nature’and have scarcely any 
living belicf in the supernatiral. «Tt 
came then to people who were almost 
. wholly unaware of the subtle connection 
of-all. events in human hfe. Tt comes 


to-day into. a world which has learnt |. 


that all history ,is ane movement.’ It 
came then to an age that had no deep. 
feeling of the contrast between the 
world of nature and the world of mind. 
Tt comes to-day to a generation which 
is tortured hy this “conflict. It ‘came 


then to minds which thought. in terms’ 


of perfection. It comes now to ininds 

which think in terms of progress.
